LADIES  &  GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December  1950 ,  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  112/50  dated  6th  December  1950, 

The  principal  advance  made  in  the  District  during 
the  year  was  in  the  provision  of  a  piped  supply  of  whole¬ 
some  water  to  many  more  parts  of  the  district.  Bacteriol¬ 
ogical  and  chemical  examinations  have  been  made  frequently 
to  ensure  purity  -  such  examinations  also  point  to  the 
dangerous  local  supplies  which  can  now  be  dispensed  with. 

Drainage  problems  and  the  safe  disposal  of  sewage  effluents 
follow  in  the  train  of  piped  water  supplies.  Small  sewage 
plants  have  boon  installed  to  deal  with  each  group  of 
Council  Houses  but  water  closets  are  on  the  increase  in 
privato  housos  and  effluents  are  not  always  satisfactory. 

In  the  near  future  the  County  Education  Authority  will 
doubtless  begin  to  install  water  closets  and  urinals  in 
Rural  Schools  which  will  further  tend  to  aggravate  the 
problem.  Moreover,  certain  parts  of  the  Rural  District 
contain  wells  which  ore  the  main  sources  of  a  water  supply 
and  these  must  bo  safeguarded  from  pollution.  Finally,  the 
River  Wylye  must  be  kept  in  its  present  state  of  a  clean 
and  pleasant  stream  while  at  the  same  timo  steps  are  token 
to  restoro  the  River  Biss  to  its  natural  state. 
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As  your  Sanitary  Inspector  points  out  in  tho  report, 
tho  advent  of  Regional  Drainage  Schemes  as  proposed  before 
the  War  cannot  be  long  delayed. 

Milk  and  ico -cream  samples  hove  also  been  tho  subject 
of  laboratory  tests  to  ensure  wholesome  supplies  to  the 
community. 

It  will  bo  appreciated  from  reading  the  Report  that 
your  staff  has  behind  it  tho  services  of  a  first  class 
bacteriological  laboratory.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  is  indeed  a  most  potent  factor  in  the  preservation 
of  the  Public  Health  and  I  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking 
Dr,  H,W.H0Kennard,  in  charge  of  the  Laboratory  in  Salisbury, 
for  his  wholehearted  co-operation, 

Tho  amount  of  work  possible  in  the  Department  is 
limited  by  the  calls  made  upon  the  staff  by  other  multi¬ 
farious  activities,  principally  Town  &  Country  Planning  and 
Water  Engineering,  Probably  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
joint  appointments  will  bo  possible  in  years  to  come,  which 
reduction  I  would  regard  as  a  promising  factor  in  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  this  Department,  Meanwhile,  I  thank  tho 
staff  for  their  assistance  and  loyal  support  during  tho 
period  under  review,

VACCINATION: 

This  service  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  and  it  provides  for  vaccination*  free  of  charge*  by 
any  medical  practitioner .  Statistics  are  not  available  to 
show  how  many  children  are  vaccinated  in  each  district  but 
the  Rural  District  will,  I  am  sure*  compare  favourably  with 
other  County  Districts,  For  this  continued  interest  in 
vaccination  I  am  grateful  to  the  general  practitioners  who 
have  stressed  the  importance  of  vaccination  to  their  pat¬ 
ients.  All  medical  men  are  appreciative  of  the  danger  of 
an  epidemic  of  smallpox*  a  danger  which  is  enhanced  in  this 
District  by  the  constant  influx  of  military  personnel  and 
civilians  from  the  Middle  and  Far  East  to  the  military 
schools  and  camps.  The  increasing  use  of  Air  Transport 
undoubtedly  increases  the  risk  of  a  case  of  smallpox 
entering  the  district  during  the  incubation  period  of  the 
disease  before  diagnosis  is  possible. 

The  old  adage  "prevention  is  better  than  cure"  is 
particularly  applicable  to  smallpox  end  I  strongly  recommend 
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parents  to  ensure  that  all  infants  are  vaccinated  during 
the  first  year  of  life,

WATER  SUPPLIES? 

""Good  progress  has  been  made  this  year  with  water 
supplies  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  particulars? 

(a)  North  East  Regional  Scheme. 

■  . “ . — - —  -»■•-■■■  ■  ■ 

This  Scheme  has  now  been  completed  &  the  supply 
covers  the  Parishes  of  Bratton,  Edington,  East  Coulston, 
Bulkington,  Keevil,  Hinton,  Steeple  Ashton, West  Ashton  &  part 
of  Heywood.  The  total  population  served  being  3*000. 

The  Parish  well  at  Keevil  has  been  closed,  also 
the  supply  from  Baynton  House,  East  Coulston,  is  now  not 
required.  Both  these  sources  have  been  unsatisfactory  in  the 
past.  All  the  water  is  chlorinated  although  samples  of  un¬ 
treated  water  have  proved  satisfactory. 

(b)  South  West  Regional  Scheme. 

New  chlorinating  machinery  was  installed  on  the 
Boyton  supply  and  is  working  satisfactorily  and  the  proposed 
new  reservoir  has  been  constructed  on  Corton  Down, which  gives 
a  good  all  round  improvement  on  this  supply. 

The  villages  of  Upton  Lovel  and  Corton  have  been 
provided  with  a  main  supply  from  the  ex-War  Department  Pump¬ 
ing  station.  Codford,  and  a  tender  has  been  accepted  for  the 
supply  to  Codford  Village.  This  work  will  shortly  be  put  in 
hand . 

With  the  completion  of  the  Codford  supply  it  will 
mean  that  thirteon  Parishes  will  be  supplied  direct  with 
water  by  the  Council. 

Other  Parishes  have  a  piped  supply  either  from 
Trowbridge,  Melksham  and  District  Water  Board, Westbury  and 
Dilton  Marsh  Joint  Water  Committee,  or  Private  supplies, 
and  only  parts  of  two  Pprishes,  Chitterne  and  Sherrington, 

remain  without  a  piped  supply. 
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It  will  therefore  bo  seen  from  the  above 
particulars  that  the  water  supply  in  thi~  District  has 
been  greatly  improved.  The  South  West  Scheme  is  not 
yet  completed.  A  new  pumping  station  and  plant  is 
to  be  installed  at  Codford  to  replace  existing  temporary 
plants.  A  new  Rising  Main  will  be  laid  to  Tytherington 
Reservoir  and  eventually  a  main  will  bo  carried  through  to 
Chapmanslade P  when  all  the  South  West  area  will  derive 
its  water  from  one  source  at  Codford,

(c)  Regarding  the  drainage  and  sewerage  of  tho 
District,  very  little  improvement  or  alteration  has  been 
made  during  this  year,  mainly  duo  to  tho  heavy  commitments 
the  Council  has  had  with  regard  to  water  supply.  Naturally 
however,  drainage  schemes  follow  water  schemes  and  therefore 
tho  Regional  Drainage  Schemes,  possibly  in  a  more  modified 
form  to  those  proposed  before  tho  War,  will  have  to  be 
put  in  hand  in  the  near  futuro . 

The  installation  of  waterbourne  sanitation  in 
private  houses  has  caused  a  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  small  sewage  plants  and  tho  disposal  of  the  effluents 
has  helped  to  aggravate  an  already  unsatisfactory  condition. 

With  regard  to  the  numerous  small  works  owned  by 
the  Council.  These  received  attention  by  a  squad  of  three 
men  (one  more  having  been  engaged  during  the  year) .  Tho 
additional  help,  however,  has  been  off sot  owing  to  tho 
increase  of  sewage  ditches  and  plants  requiring  attention, 
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so  that  the  position  remains  somewhat  the  same . 

The  Services  of  the  Hampshire  Cleansing  Service 
are  retained  for  cleansing  most  of  the  septic  tanks, 
but  owing  to  the  increase  in  charges  and  the  number  of 
cesspits,  this  has  become  a  costly  item.  The  Couhcil 
are  at  present  considering  the  problem  of  dealing  with 
sewage  disposal  at  Southwick,  North  Bradley  and  Dilton 
Marsh. 

HOUSING .

The  Council  wore  allocated  throe  licences  for  the  erection 
of  Private  Enterprise  dwollings  and  the  Ministry  issued  a 
further  two  licences  for  farm  houses.  Most  of  those  have 
been  completed  in  various  Parishes, 

There  is  still  a  great  demand  for  Council  Houses  and 
Private  Enterprise  Houses. 

Licences  for  the  improvement  and  repair  of  forty-one 
dwollings  and  fifty-three  for  dairy  farms  and  other  buildings 
have  boon  issued  during  the  year, 
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(c)  Camps  and  Requisitioned  Property . 

The  Council  only  now  retain  ten  requisitioned  dwellings. 
It  has  been  their  policy  to  allow  the  owner  of  such 
properties  to  put  thorn  to  their  own  use  except  in  very 
unusual  circumstances .

Some  of  the  huts,  especially  Nissons,  are  rapidly  deterior¬ 
ating  and  do  not  warrant  repair.  As  the  tenants  from  thoso 
huts  afe  rehoused o  the  huts  are  demolished. 

(d)  Housing  Survey. 

The  Housing  Survey  is  being  continued  and  where  urgent 
repairs  ore  necessary  under  Categories  II,  III  and  IV, 
action  is  being  taken.  Repair  work  is  greatly  hampered  by  the 
Ministry’s  small  allocation  of  licences  and  owing  to  this 
position  the  Council  are  unable  to  give  sufficient  licences 
to  cover  repair  work  to  thoso  owners  who  are  anxious  to  keep 
their  property  in  a  good  state  of  repair.  Therefore,  this 
makes  the  task  of  getting  work  attended  to  doubly  difficult 
where  statutory  action  is  necessary.  Action  under  Category 
V  is  suspended  at  present,  duo  to  the  very  grost  shortage 
of  houses.  The  worst  cases  are  recommended  for  rehousing 
under  the  Council’s  housing  schemes.

There  has  been  on  increaso  during  the  present  year 
of  sixteen  promises  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of 
ice-crean  in  this  District ,  making  the  total  number  of 
registered  promises  now  twenty-eight . 

In  each  case*  inspection  of  the  premises  was  carried 
out  before  registration  with  regard  to  the  condition  of  the 
premises,  storage  and  mode  of  distribution,,  During  sub¬ 
sequent  inspections  no  action  was  found  to  be  necessary. 

Thirty-six  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to  the 
Pathological  Department  of  Salisbury  Infirmary  for  the 
provisional  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Tost,  From  the  results 
sot  out  below  it  will  be  soon  that  wrapped  icc -croons 
attained  a  high  standard  of  cleanliness .
